New York, July 14. 


All that Americans need to be winners in soccer is 
the time to put their full attention {o the game, 

_ Mr L. M. Barriskill, chief of the U.S, Soccer Football 
Assuciation (USSiA), believes that America will be a 
first-rute soccer nation within five years, but he adda that 
the country could be of international calibre next month 
if its best players could do nothing but-play football, 


“Remember, soccer docs ‘not 
pay its own way fully — in 
America yet” he sald, “Our 
players have to have regular 
jobs to pay them the Uving in- 
come they need, The interna 
tional pluyera’ in other countries 
do nothing but play football. 
They practise cach day and 
develop tenm work. 


SUNDAY: TO SUNDAY 


“Our players often cannot 
practise from one Sunday game 
until the next Sunday ‘game, 
Why, when an American all-star
